S.O. 500(F): -In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the 
Central Government hereby mates the following Order further to amend the Exports (Control) Order, 1988, namely 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Exports (Control) (Seventh Amendment) Order, 1991. 

(2) It shall come Into force on the daLe of i's .publication in the Official Gazette.
